POB can suggest no decisive course of action at, this tiaie. Ve could,; ^ 
pf cotzrpe, call for a showdown with ZIPPER; demand that PCB and ZIPP© "sit down 
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together with UJDREADFDL and present the evidence. 2IPP£H might accept this 
solution as an effective way to clear UJDREADFUL, however, they will most lUcely 
oppose this extent of American intervention in the case and might even be willing 
to suggest dissolution of CSW as an alternative. More liJcely, ZIPI^SR would de- 
cline American participation but agree to confrott UJDREADFDL and thereby end 
matter by the resultant denial on Ms part. In any event, the case would not be 
solved, though if CSV were actually liquidated, the immediate security problem 
of 0uuh£A0FUL<s membership in ZIPPER would no longer exist. 

6. Realizing its limitations, FOB makes the following proposal:

appear receptive to discussions on emigratinu probl^s. If VJDBEAPFUL takes 
the bait and appears really to be serious, :i could offer to assist in what^ 
ever way possible but at the same time suggest tnat UFDREADFUL inform ZIPPHt of 
his Interest in emigrating. This woiild increase US equity in a completely above- 
board manner and eliminate ZIPPER *s basis lor objecting to direct US participation. 
We would then be in a strong position, both vis-a-vis ZIPPER and vis-a-vis UJI}RKAI>- 
to acccmplish direct interrogation and additional LGFLUTXERing. Of course 
the sectzrity ramifications of talks directed towards UJURSADFOL emigration to 
the USA must be carefully considered; however, we believe that actual emigration 
could be arbitrarily prevented even at the last minute if necessary. 

7. Ve believe the course of action outlined in para 6 might prevent a 
PQB/ZIPPER claoh, and provide the pretext for effective interrogation and LCFLUTXER 
of UJBREADFUL together with a certain amount of pressure on UJUREAUPDL idiich might 
contribute to the success of these steps.
